New York, July?23.—'The health of­ 
ficer rn me port, Dr. Doty; has decided 
lo take b u y of the mosquito question 
J in Statem ^land aud attem pt the oxter- 
minRtiorJpf the pests. 
A part of the 
island ai Mace at to the quarantine sta­ 
tion has Keen selected for the test. 
Hi 
said: 
“ We have been at work for the las! 
year in our laboratory on the mosquito 
larvae, in order to de ter mi un bacteri­ 
ologically what can bo done. 
First, to 
determine if the insect produces m ala­ 
ria; second, if so, <^»i malarial be pre­ 
vented by tile extermination of the mos­ 
quito and its larvae, the test I have 
determined to make will be applied to 
a part of Graton island ad joining our sta­ 
tion and opposite to the quarantine is­ 
lands, iu extent about three milos by 
one and a half miles. 
“ All tho swamps, ponds, marshes and 
wet places w ill be inspected by mea 
from our laboratory to determine where 
the breeding places are situated. 
The 
mosquito and the larvae will be taken 
in such places aud will be examined to 
determ ine tho presence of malaria. Tho 
local physicians av ill be asked to co-op­ 
erate by reporting all cases of malaria. 
All intelligent co-operation of citizens 
will lie requested. 
In the treatm ent of 
breeding places petroleum will be an 
im portant factor.
